Quit Gold Standard By Law 


PEN SENTENCE 
FOR EX-HEAD 
LINCOLN TRUST 


Fine of $40 Also Assessed Against Financier 


Convicted of Forgery—Freed on Bond After 
Notice of Appeal—Insists on Innocence of 
Wrongdoing. 


Carl C. Carlsen, former 


president of the Lincoln Trust 
Co., was sentenced by District 
Judge Broady Friday to serve 
from three to nine years iu 
the penitentiary under a con- 
viction of forgery returned 
by a jury against Carlsen a 
month ago. A fine of $5 on 
each of eight counts, or a 
total of $40, was also entered 
by Judge Broady. 


Vigorously maintaining a claim of 


Innocence of any wrongdoing. Carl- 
sen read a jrepared statement be- 
fore he heard the sentence He de- 
nied that he perosnallv profited one 
cent from the transactions upon 
which the complaint against him is 
based. Immediately following sent- 
ence, counsel for the former trust 
company president filed notice 
of 
appeal to the Supreme court 
The notice of appeal automatically 


suspends sentence pending disposi- 
tion of the 
case by the 
higher 
court. Judge Broady permitted the 
$2.000 bond, under which 
Carlsen 


has been held since he was bound 
over from Municipal court, to stand 
until the Supreme court directs the 
fixing of a new bond 
Terms Concurrent. 


Judge Broady pronounced a 3 to 
9 year penitentiary sentence on each 
of the eight counts on which Carl- 
sen was found guilty but directed 
that the sentences on the various 
counts run concurrently. The fines 
were imposed at the request 
of 
County Attorney Max Towle, who 
told the court that the forgery stat- 
ute provides both a sentence and a 
fine. "I ask only a nominal 
fine, 


even $1, merely to keep the recori 
straight," the county attorney stat- 
ed.It was not definitely known until

Strong Group In Congress 


Balking at Higher 


Income Taxes. 


WASHINGTON. Mav 26—(AP)— 


Congressional revolt against impos- 
ing higher income taxes when some 
of the country's wealthier men have 
been paying none, imperiled today 
the Roossvelt public works program 
and spurred hasty plugging of tax 
law holes. 


The revelations ol the Morgan in- 


quiry, especially that the partners 
of the celebrated banking firm paid 
no income tax during the two hard- 
est years of the depression, poured 
a stream of protests from 
back 


home upon a congress. 


The pressure reached its highest 


tensity in the house which had up 
for passage before nightfall the pub- 
lic works-Industrial control bill car- 
rying a new, highly onerous, sched- 
ule of high Income taxes. The tax 
protest was mingled with a block ol 
opposition to suspending anti-trust 
laws—necessary to the industrial 
program Icr combinations to boost 
prices, cut production and 
raise 
wages—promising the measure the 
stiffest opposition yet laced bv a 
Roose^ -It bill. 


The partv leaders had to work 
their hardest, but were confident ol 
victory after hastily

amend the bill to "prevent holders 
of securities, such as the Morgan 
partners, from carrying over part of 
a year's losses to cancel the income 
tax they would otherwise pay the

the gospel which is set forth 
in 


the Bible and in the Confession 
of Faith." 


Although admitting they were in
